Deputy Sheriff’s Head Shot 
Off, Seven Others Wounded. 

4 House in Wbicb be Was Secreted 
Burned and Body Riddled 
With Bullets. 

Bob Shaw, a negro maniac, of 
* lyewiaport, Hancock county, shot and 
killed a deputy sheriff and wounded 
seven other members of a sheriff’s 
posse that was attempting to dislodge 
Jkim last Monday afternoon from a 
^dwelling house in Which he had tak- 
en refuge on the day before and 
from which he had defied all at- 
tempts to capture him or approaches 
to the house for two days. The 
house was finally set on fire and the i 
negro shot to death when he attempt- j 
ed to escape from the burning 



morning when he shouldered his 1 
double barrel shot gun and started 
out. He was known to be of a 
very religious turn and his wife call- 
ed his attention to the fact that it 
%an Sunday and he should not go 
out with his gun. He threatened to 
kill her and drove her away and pro- 
ceeded to a neighbor's house where 
he drew his gun and threatened to 
shoot those he saw. After much 
persuasion, however, he left with the 
words "I am going to kill some- 
body.” Authorities here notified and 
tifey found him at his home sitting 
first on the poarch then retiring to the 
adjoining room where he was heard 
often in prayer. ' 

He defied all approach and exhibit- 



ed large quantities of ammunition 
and during the two days that the 
posse surrounded him he shot sever- 
al times at the crowd wounding sev- 
en and on Monday afternoon killed, 
instantly, a deputy sheriff of Hawes- 
ville who attempted to reach the 
house by crawling through the weeds 
during an interval in which the negro 
was engaged in prayer. He was 
discovered bythe negro whet* within 
about twenty yards of the house 
and was promptly fired upon the con- 
tents of the gun taking effect in his 
head tearing it nearly off. 

At this juncture determined at- 
tempts were made to set the house 
on fire. Wads of cotton soaked in 
coal oil and attached to weight 
were lighted and thrown at the 
house. This was continued for 
three hours without the desired 
result. Finally a man emerged 
from the crowd, crawled up to 
the building, keeping himself out 
of the sight of the desperate negro, 
and lightened a fire under the cor- 
ner of the house. The floor almost 
immediately became ignited. Evi- 
dently the negro attempt from the 
inside to smother the flames and once 
it lctoked as if he would be success- 
ful, but the flames climbed the wall 
and in a shot time the entire house 
was a sheet of fire. The window at 
which the negro had all along made 
his stand was shrouded in a dense 
mass of smoke, but in this the gaze 
of the 300 men with drawn guns was 
revited. Suddenly the negro 
emerged from the smoke, gun in 
hand, running lamely toward the 
woods. ^ In quick succession numer- 
ous shots rang out, probably 200 of 
them, and the negro fell to the 
ground. Most of the shots went wild 
but probably twenty took effect. 



THE SOUTHARD Hill WRECK. 

Two Freight Trains Come To- 
gether at Full Speed. 

Seven Lives, All Train Men, Snutf- 
ed Out in an In- 
stant. 



One of the most destructive rail- 
road wrecks that has ever occurred 
jin the county occurred between 
McHenry and Echols last Thursday 
I late in the afternoon, bare mention 
j of which appeared in The Republi- 
can last week. It was of such gi- 
gantic proportions that a detailed ac- 
count of it will no doubt be of deep 
interest to many of our readers even 
thought it has been a week since its 
occurrence. 

The engines of both trains were 
smashed into scrap iron, a number 
of freight cars were destroyed and 
the track was piled with debris and 
torn up for a hundred yards or more. 
It was one of the worst wrecks that 
has ever been known on the road. 

The local freight, running between 
Cecilia and Central City had orders 
to wait at McHenry for the fast 
freight. 

The engineer and conductor over- 
looked their order and left McHenry r 

At the Southard farm, two miles 
below McHenry there is a sharp 
curve, with a hill intervening between 
two straight stretches of track. It 
was upon this curve that the crash 
came. Wallace Yates, engineer of 
the fast freight, was the only man 
who saw the danger. He jumped 



and was thrown thirty feet from his 
l engine, suffering many severe^ bruis- 
es but no broken bones. 

Conductor Turney saw the engi- 
neer jump and he followed suit, but 
did not clear the train, and he was 
caught under the engine. He was 
pinned down though not seriously 
hurt and the escaping steam from 
the engine slowly cooked him to 
death. When he was taken out the 
flesh dropped from his bones. 

Engineer English, of the local and 
his fireman were both caught under 
their engine and were crushed to 
death. Foster Bell, the fireman on 
the fast freight, was thrown from 
his engine and was caught under 
some timbers from a freight car. 
He lived for twenty minutes, and 
died just before his body was taken 
out. He begged the men who were 
chopping on the . timber to work ! 
faster, as he said he wanted to see 
his wife a moment before he died. 
His prayers were not answered and 
the girl he married a month ago was 
never to see him again alive. t 

The wreck presented a most re- 
markable sight. On top of one the 
engines was thrown a car loaded 
with hogs, many of which were kill- 
ed by the steam, besides being crush- 
ed in the wreck. The other engine 
plowed into a carload of cattle, 
belonging to N. E. Crenshaw. Mr. 
Crenshaw was in the car with his 
.cattle at the time and was thrown 
among them. His leg was broken 
and a piece of flesh was torn out of 
his arm. 

Every car of both trains was 
thrown from the track. Most of 
them were ruined and all suffered 
serious damage. They were piled 
up to the height of more than twen- 



ty feet, merchandise of all kinds be- 
ing scattered about. 

Conductor Blacklock, of the local 
freight, was the only trainman who 
escaped uninjured. He was sitting 
in the caboose of his train, talking 
to two drummers who had taken pas- 
sage from McHenry to Central City. 
He was thrown to the floor, but was 
not hurt. 

Within a few very minutes the new* 
of the wreck reached McHenry and 
half the town turned out. When 
they reached the scene twenty or 
thirty farmers had already gathered 
having heard the crash and roar that 
told the story for more than a mile. 
Others gathered in from all parts of 
the surroundings neighborhood. 
The four injured men were' quickly 
attended by the physicians, and in 
two hours the bodies were all taken 
out. 

Wrecking trains were sent out at 
once from Cecilia and Central City, 
so that work on the wreck commenc- 
ed at both ends. The two crews 
were busy from 7 o’clock in the even- 
ing until 7 the next morning, when the 
last rail was relaid and the first train 
passed over the road.

John- 
son says that he hail been bedridden 
with rheumatism for two months 
before he decided to make the trip 
to the Wisconsin town and that at 
the time he left Marquette he was 
unable to touch his feet upon the 
floor or even to assist in dressing 
himself. Two men carried Johnson 
aboard the outgoing train on a 
stretcher and when he arrived at 
hi* destination an ambulance was re- 
quired to convey him to the priest's 
1 residence. 

“I stayed at a hotel in Peshtigo 
1 for 19 days." said Johnson in an in- 
terview. "and 1 received one treat- 
ment each day from Father Dag- 
nault. who came to the hotel to see me. 
He did not tel! me anything about 
I my case at fiist and only said he 
j could cure me in time. His treatment 
was not what I would call a massage. 
He simply took my limbs in his hands 
and by a gentle pressure worked 
from my knees to my feet with a 
kneading movement. 

"When his hands came in contact 
with my flesh 1 thought a thousand 
needles were entering my body, the 
prickling sensa* ion being most pro- 
nounced as he worked toward m 
foot. I watched to n e if he said any 
prayers when lie began treatment, 
hut he did not. and he afterward 
told me that he does not claim to 
possess any supernatural powers. 
After two or three treatments the 
rheumatic pains left me entirely 
and 1 began to walk a little until 
finally, when 1 returned to Mar- 
quette. I walked on and off the 
train.” 

Johnson says that Father I >ag- 
nault treats on an average of 40 pa- 
tients each day and that the number | 
is constantly increasing. Every pas- j 
senger train into the town brings a 
new consignment and the procession 
of cripples to and from the priest's 
residence is almost continuous : 
throughout the day. The greater j 
number of pilgrims are from North- 1 
ern Wisconsin, but there are many [ 
from Chicago, Milwaukee and other: 
cities. 

Father Dagnault is described as a 
short, thick-set man, with a round, i 
chubby face. His age is given as! 

years and his manner is bothl 
kindly and sympathetic. His resi- 
dence is a modest frame structure, 
plainly furnished, and he leads a 
simple life, treating the sick and af- 
flicted when not attending to his 
duties as pastor of his church. 

“Father Dagnault told me he , 
could not cure every case,” Johnson | 
related, "and 1 know that a had case | 
f paralysis was turned away when J 
I was there, the priest telling the ; 
patient that she could not be cured i 
by him. 

“I asked Father Dagnault how | 
long he had been treating patients . ' 
He replied that he +iad practiced j 
healing for several years as cases 
came to his notice, but that for over j 
a year he had been almost burdened j 
by visitors. 

“Religion was never mentioned in 
my hearing and when I asked Fath- ] 
er Dagnault what his charges were: 
in my case he replied that his ser- 1 
vices were given free. Most of the 
cases treated are cripples, although 1 
he has almost every kind of patient. 
Some of his patients make him pres- 
ents, but he never asks for money, 
and the poor man gets the same 

treatment as the rich.” i

A Valuable Discovery. 

A discovery made a year ago this 
spring by Frank Everett, of Oeve- 
j land Ohio which will be of great 
interest and value to all lovers of 
j housi plants, is that by watering 
; plants, with the sap of trees, 
gathered in the spring, they can be 
made to grow in the house during 
1 the winter with all the vigor attained 
I by outdoor plants in the war mmonth. 

The sap of elm and cottonwood 
trees is best, for it does not have to 
be thinned with water to keep it from 
fermenting, is the case with the sap 
from maple and box elder trees. 
Mr. Everett gathers the sap in bar- 
rels and keeps 'it on hand. He finds 
that the growth produced in the 
plants by the use of this sap is won- 
derful. Last winter he grew a fine 
hill of sweet corn in a common pail 
in his parlor, to show what he could 
do, and picked off from the hill on 
January 1 eight fine large roasting 
ears, which he has at New-Year’s 
dinner. 

He is confident that a large busi- 
ness coule be dond in gathering the 
sap for city hothouses.

Not many months ago I went to 
call upon a Chinese Judge at the 
1 Palace of Justice. It was summer

weather, and one side of the building 1 
| was entirely open to the courtya rd 
through which one entered the buil- j 
ding. In this courtyard there were! 
about 20 criminals, in various stages 
of dirt ard dilapidation. Some were 
I in stocks, some had each thumb ■ 
suspended by a string to a beam, so 
that they knelt with outstretched 
arms like scarecrows; all had their . 
hair unshaven and matted and their 
faces so caked with dust as to have 
lost the look of humanity. Inside 
the court-house Judges of various 
degree were seateii on benches behind 
long desks, just as they do in England 
the only difference was that they 
wore gorgeous silks, and drowsily 
drank tea from little china basins to 
while away the afternoon. 

After some conversation, it occur- 
red to the chief Judge that his visit- , 
ors might like to see a trial. So he 
called for No. 19. A pitiful figure, 
came in, dragging its shackles heavily 
ove the floor, and knelt on the far 
side of the desk. The visitors were 
accommodated on the bench itself. 
Then the Judge leaned over thedesk 
and glaring angrily through his spec- 
tacles at the cowering creatures in 
front of him. told him the story of 
his crime, which the prisoner must 
have heard ad nauseam, since he had 
been in the Court for two years. 
The trial proceeded somewhat in 
this manner. 

Judge On such and such a day 
two carts were going to the village 
of Ying-pan, The soldiers who were 
escorting the carts rode some distance 
ahead of them. You waiting by the 
roadside, saw your opportunity, and 
fell upon the carts, intending to rob 
them. Is it not so? 

Prisoner Most Excellent. I did 
nothing of the sort. I am a good 
man and no brigand; if you inquire 
of my relatives or the head man of 
my village you will learn that I have 
a good character and do not steal 
from carts. I 

Judge Have I not just said that 
you did steal from two carts? How 
dare you contradict me? That is to I 
say that I am a liar. Attendant, ' 
bring the bamboo.
